The illustration presents a view of an 
improvement in paper-making machines which 
is designed to prevent the formation of wire- 
marks on the back of the paper, which result 
from the pressure of the web upon the wire- 
cloth by the upper couch-roll in machines 
where such parts are employed in the ordinary 
manner, and, further, to avoid injuriously 
stretching the web as it passes from the wire 
to the succeeding rolls. 

In this machine the upper couch-roller is 
dispensed with, and an endless felt, a, passing 
over a system of guide-rolls, 4, arranged in 
any suitable or well-known manner, is substi- 
tuted, a cleaning device of any known con- 
struction being placed, as at x, so as to act 
continuously upon the felt. The wire / passes 
over the lower couch-roll, being supported 
and guided in the ordinary manner. The 
first press-felt, g, takes the web ¢ as it is deliv- 
ered from the couch-rolls ¢d and conveys it to 
the first press-rolls. 

The invention consists in the employment 
of a suction-box located above any one or all 
of the superposed endless felts or aprons of 
the machine, whereby the web ¢ is drawn or 
sucked against the surface of the super- 
posed felt or apron. For example, ¢ repre- 
sents a suction-box, which is located over the 
wire-cloth f, just ator near the point where 
the web leaves the cloth and passes on to the 
first press-felt. a : 

With machines as ordinarily constructed the 
paper has nothing to support it in traversing 
the space between the two endless aprons, 
and consequently sags down between them, 
thereby stretching to a greater or less extent 
and receiving the imprint of the wire-cloth as 
it is deflected over it on the couch-roll. By 
the employment of this suction-box the paper 
is made to adhere to the outer surface of the 
felt, and is thereby prevented from sagging. 
It is also advantageous to employ a box of 
this kind wherever a felt or apron leaves the 
web, as where the felt leaves the web to be 
carried on by the first press-felt it is well to 
place an exhaust-box behind the felt, as illus- 


trated at A.

The Bleaching Powder Combina- 
tion. 





The Newcastle-on-Tyne bleach-powder 
industry is based upon Leblanc’s method of 
producing soda (sulphur and salt) in which 
chloride of lime results as a by-product, while 
the soda works of the European continent most 
generally work with Solvay’s (ammonia) pro- 
cess, which yields more soda, but no chloride 
of lime. The amount of chloride of lime pro- 
duced on the Continent is, therefore, only 
small, while in Newcastle-on-Tyne the whole 
business has been consolidated in the hands 
of a few makers, who work under the binding 
rules of aconvention. They first ascertained 
the actual consumption of the article pretty 
closely, and regulated the amount of chloride 
of lime to be produced accordingly ; and after- 
ward, in order to prevent any accumulation of 
stock, the production has been several times 
reduced and the limits strictly observed. This 
well-concerted plan of action proved success- 
ful beyond expectation. The price of bleach- 
ing powder, which at the beginning of 1883 
scarcely reached £4 per ton, was rapidly 
driven to more than the double, so that at the 
end of the year the article was quoted at 
£9 10s. Weldon’s discovery, however, of a 
method of producing soda by the ammonia 
process and yet obtaining a considerable quan- 
tity of chlorine as by-product'of it, has put a 
sudden damper upon the speculations of the 
Newcastle ring, which, as we have reported 
in proper time, caused a momentary reduction 
of the price, and some at that time mysterious 
cablegrams from the makers to their New 
York agents. According to Weldon’s process, 
magnesia is decomposed by the chloride of 
ammonium (sal ammoniac) of the ammonia 
soda process and chloride of magnesium is 
produced, to which magnesia is added, and 
thus solid magnesium oxychloride is obtained, 
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which, on being heated in a current of air, 
surrenders chlorine and leaves magnesia be- 
hind. — 7extile Colorist,

Preparation of Waxed Paper. 





An improved method of manufacturing 
waxed paper, or most commonly paraffine- 
coated paper, which is also applicable to coat- 
ing or saturating paper and other thin extend- 
ed fabrics with other substances than wax, 
consists in passing a continuous web of paper 
into a bath of melted paraffine or other wax, 
draining the same of superfluous wax and 
passing it between opposite cold surfaces, 
whereby the wax is chilled and set. 

A tank is used for containing the melted 
wax and a steam coil is placed therein for 
heating the wax. Two hollow pressure-rollers 





sets it and enables the paper to be immediately 
rolled up without further cooling or drying, 
and without any liability of the layers to ad- 
here together in the roll. 

A winding-roll on which the waxed paper is 
wound, is rotated to wind the paper on it by 
means of a loose belt or other frictional gear- 
ing. 

Instead of rolling the finished paper it may 
be carried off in a flat web and cut into sheets.

The Manufacture of Postal Cards, 
Stamps and Envelopes.

air-pipes lead to these rollers and communi- 
cate with their inte- 
riors through their 
hollow journals. A 
blower forces air 
through a pipe into 
a refrigerating 
chamber of any suit- 
able construction, 
and from this cham- 
ber a pipe leads to 
the rollers. Thus 
the air set in mo- 
tion by the blower is 
cooled to a suffi- 
ciently low tempera- 
ture and is passed 
through the rollers, 
cooling them and 
keeping them cool. 
A temperature of 
about 40° Fahr. is 
preferable for these 
rollers. In order to 
test the temperature 
of the air, a ther- 
mometer is applied 
to the pipes for regu- 
lating the heat. 

The refrigerating 
chamber may be 
made in many dif- 
ferent ways. One 
construction con- 
sists of a box or 
chamber divided by 
alternate partitions 
into a circuitous 
passage, through which the air flows back 
and forth in passing through the chamber, 
and in each compartment is arranged a flat 
coil of pipe, the three coils being connected by 
short pipes and the terminals of the upper 
and lower coil connecting with pipes which 
pass out of the chamber and are fitted 
with suitable valves. These pipes are ar- 
ranged in connection with any suitable ice- 
machine, whereby a current of refrigerating 
vapor or gas will be caused to flow through 
them in much the same manner as is com- 
moniy employed for cooling the vaults of 
breweries. 

Th: roll of paper to be treated is mounted 
on rotative bearings, and there are tension- 
rollers around which in succession the web of 
paper passes, 

In the tank is an immersed roller, beneath 
which the web of paper is carried in order to 
pass it through the melted wax. Above the 
tank is a hollow roller which is heated by 


steam entering it through a pipe. The paper 


passes over this immersed roller, and is heated 
to cause the wax to permeate it thoroughly, 
and to cause any excess of wax to be melted 
and to run back down the web of paper into 
the tank, From this roller the paper passes 
over another roller, and thence between the 
cold-pressure rolls. The roller over which 
the paper passes serves to lift the paper to the 
level of the untrance to the rolls and guide it 
into them, so that both rolls shall come in con- 
tact with it simultaneously on the instant of 
its compression by them. Thus the cooling 
of the paper on one side first and before com- 
pression is avoided. The cold rollers act to 
compact the paper, to chill and harden its 
coating of wax, and to impart to it a burnished 
or polished surface. The chilling of the wax

orders furnished from the department. Re- 
ports are rendered the office of the Third As- 
sistant Postmaster-General weekly and month- 
ly by the agents, showing the number, de- 
scription and value of the several issues, 
which reports are compared with the records 
in the stamp division and must agree in every 
particular ; upon the verification of the reports 
from the agencies with the records, the con- 
tractor’s bills, duly certified by the respective 
agents, are approved by the Third Assistant 
Postmaster-General, and referred to the Audi- 
tor of the Treasury for the Post-Office De- 
partment, a certified copy of the several con- 
tracts being on file in his office. The bills of 
the contractors show in detail each of the 
numbers of each of the several descriptions 
of articles delivered and the contract price 
and amount of the same. The bills are then 
audited by the Auditor and the amounts found 
due certified back to the Postmaster-General 
for payment. A warrant in payment is then 
drawn upon the Treasury, United States, 
which warrant is signed by the Third Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General, or in his absence by 
the Postmaster-General, and countersigned by 
the Auditor of the Treasury for the Post-Office 
Department, and by the Treasurer United 
States. Copies of all bills are entered upon 
the books of the stamp division, and the exact 
condition of the appropriation for the manu- 
facture of the articles is at all times known to 
the office of Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral without reference to the books of the 
Auditor, Bills for the departmental and post- 
office envelopes are paid for in like manner 
quarterly. 

Postmasters are charged with the stock when 
it is ordered sent by the department, and the 
receipt accompanying the articles is a check to 


see that the contents of the package mailed 
are received from the contractors. This check 
is unfailing, since the amount involved to the 
postmaster is much in excess of that involved 
to the contractors. Postmasters are therefore 
very likely to report to the department errors 
that may be found upon the invoices accom- 
panying the supplies. 





The Future of Natural Gas. 


The application of this fuel at Pitts- 
burg and vicinity is watched with an abiding 
interest. With gas at fifteen cents per thou- 
sand feet, it is not strange that manufacturers 
should be eager to avail themselves of so 
cheap a fuel, so cleanly in use, so readily ap- 
plied and controlled, and in many of its ap- 
plications furnishing a superior product. The 
present excitement in gas territory is not un- 
like the early oil days, and a general rush to 
utilize it seems only 
to be prevented by 
a dazed sort of con- 
servatism which 
awaits further de- 
velopments. Mean- 
time prospectors are 
sinking new wells, 
pipe-line companies 
are organizing, and 
lawsuits have been 
initiated, a sure sign 
of serious purpose, 
while millions of cu- 
bic feet are daily 
wasted. The pos- 
sibility of early ex- 
haustion seems to 
be the only deter- 
rent influence on 
the general altera- 
tion of plant for its 
use among enter- 
prising manufactur- 
ers. The marvelous 
thing in it all is that 
this product should 
have been going to 
waste for a full gen- 
eration without a 
_ Systematic attempt 
for its utilization. 

We predict for na- 
tural gas a future as 
great as that which 
grew out of the early 
pertroleum develop. 
ment, and of larger and more wide-spread 
industrial value. Even were the produc- 
tion of gas as fickle as that of oil, the prod- 
uct of wells as variable and short in dura- 
tion, its value would still warrant its collection 
by pipe lines, with the same certainty of an 
aggregate average yield, with due enterprise, 
certainly adequate for those purposes to which 
it is pre-eminently adapted, even though it 
should prove insufficient for general use. But 
the history of wells does not augur any such 
unreliability. Many have roared gas steadily 
for fifteen years. 

Gas is also far more widely distributed than 
oil. While a usual accompaniment of oil- 
bearing formations, it exists in abundance in 
other formations where oil has not been found. 
The general prevalence of gas springs in the 
Hamilton shales, of Western New York, led 
to the sinking of many oil wells in 1866-68, 
which, however, never developed more than a 
plentiful supply of gas. One of these wells, 
in West Bloomfield, N. Y., has been a roarer 
for eighteen years, and we believe still roars 
with undiminished vigor. Asthese shales run 
through to the west on that general latitude, 
the gas is no doubt widely distributed outside 
of the oil formations. It is presumed also 
that other formations may prove gas-bearing. 

It is this wide distribution of gas which will 
give it a more general industrial value. Local 
gas belts, when some permanency of supply 
is assured, will be so many mines of power 
which will determine the location of manu- 
factories as water-power has in the past. 
It will be gathered up into mains and forced 
to points more or less distant, and, if pressure 
be insufficient, pumps or steam jets, as in the 
pneumatic tubes of London, will force it to its 
destination, Perhaps to greater distances 
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still, its energy may be transmitted by electric 
conductors, 

That the supply is infinite, or incapable of 
exhaustion, is not to be anticipated. That it 
will be exhausted in the immediate future we 
greatly doubt. In any event, its use should 
be jealously guarded, and the wasting of it 
looked upon as criminal and made the subject 
of legislation.—A merican Engineer.

Carbonizing Paper. 


This is a process for carbonizing paper 
for building and other analogous purposes, 
and rendering it impervious to moisture and 
less destructible for wear on floors, &c. 

The apparatus consists of a pair of hollow 
rolls and a vat containing a carbonizing mix- 
ture in connection with two solid rolls, the 
lower one of which is intended to be heated by 
a flame, which may be of any kind or applied 
in any form so it will heat the roll. 

A sheet of straw-board is passed between 
the hollow rolls down under a roller in the vat, 
and from thence out between the solid rolls. 
The vat contains a compound or mixture of 
rubber, asphalt ana sulphur, the proportions 
of which can be varied to be the most effective 
for the kind and quality of paper used. As 
the paper passes through this compound or 
mixture it becomes thoroughly saturated with 
it, and then immediately passes between the 
solid rolls, the lower one of which is heated 
to a high enough temperature to carbonize the 
saturated paper to a sufficient degree to render 
it very compact, hard and impervious to 
moisture, but not carbonized to such a degree 
as to destroy the fibre and text ' 

The object of using a flame to heat the roll is 
because it is not possible to raise the tempera- 
ture of a set of rolls by steam to such a degree 
as to produce carbonization of the paper and 
the substance with which it is saturated. 

The paper, when thus treated and carbon- 
ized forms a hard, dense substance capable of 
a high degree of polish, well suited for use on 
floors, roofs, walls, &c., almost indestructible 
so far as the action of the weather is con- 
cerned. 

In the device for so treating the paper any 
number of rolls may be used. Both the up- 
per as well as the lower rolls may be heated 
by a flame ; or the initial set may be heated 
by steam when less degree of temperature is 
required at first after the paper leaves the 
bath.

Method of Coloring Paper. 


This is an improved process of coloring 
paper in endless rolls by passing the paper 
through a suitable coloring-bath in such a 
manner that the paper is thoroughly impreg- 
nated with the coloring matter, then removing 
the surplus color by pressure, and subse- 
quently drying the paper. 

The paper to be colored is placed ona roller 
and is then conducted over a tension-roller 
and under a roller which rotates in the color- 
reservoir. After leaving the color-reservoir 
the paper is passed over another tension- 
roller, which is covered with india-rubber, 
then over a guide-roller and between pressure- 
rollers. In order to remove any superfluous 
color from the surface of the paper before the 
paper is passed to the drying-cylinders, the 
paper is fed through between the pressure- 
rollers and over a felt cloth or band, which 
runs over the tension and guide rollers, and 
on which the paper is pressed by one of the 
pressure-rollers, all superfluous color 
thus pressed out.

The color so expressed 
flows into a reservoir, in which the color is 
collected for future use. As, however, the 
color so collected has in most cases lost some- 
what of its intensity, it is not fed directly back 
to the first reservoir, but is passed through a 
tube into a collecting vat or trough, where it 
is mixed with a quantity of fresh color, and is 
then conducted

Ho.voxe, Mass., June 18, 1885. 


We have been enjoying some delight- 
ful days recently. Bright blue skies, warm 
sunshine, a mild breeze and cool nights. Such 
weather as this is seldom seen at this season 
of the year. But what shall I say of busi- 
ness? That it is quiet is already too well 
known, but still there is something doing to 
keep the mills running. The orders continue 
to come ia; they are not very sizable, to be 
sure, but are none the less acceptable. Some 
manufacturers who are inclined to grumble 
will often find, on looking over their books, 
that the twenty, forty and fifty ream orders 
make quite a respectable amount when added 
together. One peculiarity of the present year 
is that where many jobbers formerly placed 
their orders in 500-ream lots they are now 
ordering in 100-ream lots from week to week. 
I hear of only one large order placed this 
week—100 tons of super-calendered book pa- 
per at market rates for future delivery. 
There is a steady demand for book and news 
papers at ruling prices, and there is little dis- 
position to quote any lower figures. Some of 
the mills, which have until recently been quiet, 
have just booked enough orders to keep them 
busy until well into July. The next two 
months are always very quiet, but there ought 
to be as much as usual going on. 

The manufacturers are all at sea in relation 
to the foreign rag market and the recent 
order of the Treasury Department is dis- 
cussed on all sides. What disinfected rags 
have found their way to our mills have not 
given satisfaction and they have caused trouble 
in some cases. The mills are quite well sup- 
plied for the present, but most of the manu- 
facturers have their eyes open for desirable 
lots at favorable prices. There is a steady 
demand for domestic rags, but the sup- 
ply is limited. Some of the larger mills 
are running short on some kinds of stock, 
and it is likely that a few of them will soon be 
obliged to come into market. 

The loss on the Massasoit Paper Mill fire 
was promptly adjusted for $14,800. The loss 
on the building was left to the judgment of 
Architect D. H. Tower, of this city, and In- 
spector A. H. Kelsey, of Salem ; O. H. Green- 
leaf & Moses, Newton, determined the loss on 
the paper and raw material, and W. H. H., 
and F. H. Whiting, of Boston, that on the tools 
and machinery. These men agreed on all 
points and the business was quickly done.

This is “ Bunker Hill” day—one of 
the days we celebrate, although the celebra- 
tion is all confined to the Charlestown district. 
Into the narrow limits of that old historic 
town tens of thousands of people to-day make 
their annual pilgrimage. They come from 
everywhere, Factory, workshop and store 
cease their labors, not because of legislative 


enactment, but because the people demand it 
that they may pay tribute to the memory of 
those sturdy yeomen who made a heroic stand 
for liberty. High in air, from the summit of 
that ever-memorable hill, stands out Bunker 
Hill monument to mark the birthplace and the 
natal day of liberty. 

In a little while ‘‘ Liberty” will take her

This 
instruction, it is claimed, was issued by Dr. 
Smith, of the New York Board of Health.

Cyrus H. Loutre.. 

Cyrus H. Loutrel, the surviving partner of 
the old stationery house of Francis & Loutrel, 
died at his house in East Orange, N. J., on 
Tuesday, June 16, in the sixty-fourth year of 
his age. 

Mr. Loutrel had been ailing from a com- 
plication of diseases for some time, an affec- 
tion of the lungs, however, being the cause of 
death. He was a native of New York city, 
although his father was by birth a Frenchman. 
In 1835, the deceased started a stationery 
business in Pine street, his associate in the 
venture being Peter Mesier. In 1844 he enter- 
ed into partnership with Lewis Francis, and 
the then new firm of Francis & Loutrel opened 
a manufacturing establishment at 77 Maiden 
Lane. After ten years’ occupancy the firm 
found its quarters too limited for the growing 
business and removed to 45 Maiden lane, 
where the business has since been carried on. 
In August, 1877, Mr. Francis died, and his 
interest in the business was purchased by Mr. 
Loutrel, who some time ago admitted his son 
into partnership with him.

THE MONEY MARKET.—While there 
were some fluctuations in the stock market, 
values as a rule were firm, and at the close 
most shares showed a slight advance on a 
quite active market. The money market is 
unchanged, and call loans rule 1@1% per 
cent., closing at the former figure. The dull- 
ness of trade makes good commercial paper 
scarce, while the accumulation of money in the 
banks and the presence in the markets of out- 
of-town buyers creates a demand for prime 
paper which is not readily supplied. We 


quote : Sixty to ninety days’ indorsed bills re- | 


ceivable, 3 to 3% per cent.; four months 
acceptances, 3 to 4 per cent., and good single 
names, having four to six months to run, 4% 
to 5%. 

The foreign exchange market is dull, but 
firmer. Posted rates for sterling are $4.86 
for sixty days, and $4.87 for sight, with 
actual rates as follows: Sixty days, 4.843

THE PAPER TRADE.—Some of the 
various branches of the paper trade seem to be 
interested in making combinations about this 


time, but there appears to be a very large | 


amount of indefiniteness in most of the attempt- 
ed agreements. Ninety per cent. of the writ- 
ng manufacturers have agreed to a two weeks’ 
shut-down as recommended by their committee, 
and the secretary of the association has issued 
a notice calling on the mill-men to fulfil the 
agreement and decrease their output twelve 
full days between now and September. The 
Straw Board men closed their conference in 
this city, on Saturday last, at which about 
66 per cent. of the total product was 
represented. An adjourned meeting is to 
be held on the 25th instant, at Akron, 
Ohio, at which it is expected a perma- 
nent organization will be effected. The 
Consolidated Lining Association on Saturday 
last reduced the price from goc. to 80c. per 
hundred sheets and then adjourned to meet 
with the Straw Board men at Akron, Ohio, 
when a consultation will be had between the 
two organizations. The wall-paper stainers are 
still agitated over the question of the ** pool,” 
and business is pretty much at a standstill, 
everybody seemingly waiting to see the result. 
The stainers will hold a meeting on Wednes- 
day next, at which it is expected that all differ- 
ences will be adjusted and the new “pool” 
entered into. Business here is quiet in all 
lines and dealers are complaining of lack of 
trade. Prices are still low and give no indica- 
tion of improvement. Straw Boards are a 
little more active, owing to the prospect of a 
possible combination, and therefore higher 
prices. News, which has heretofore been fa- 
vored with a better demand than other lines, 
now sympathizes with its fellow grades and is 
quiet, while prices are irregular and varied. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market is quiet, and 
prices to a great extent are nominal. Sales 
have been made of some 1,500 bales paper 
quality at 134@1%c., cash and time. The 
ship Oakland arrived on the 15th with 1,357 
bales of Butts and 2,753 bales of Jute Thread, 
Waste and other paper stock, about half of the 
Butts and Waste going into manufacturers’ 
hands. There is nothing doing in Bagging 
Butts and prices are unchanged. 

WOOD FIBRE.—There 1s a fairly good 
business doing, and prices are steady at 
quoted figures, which are unchanged from 
last week. We quote: Domestic Bleached, 
4c., and Unbleached, 334@3.80c. For- 


eign Unbleached, soda pine process, 3.60@ | 


3.70c., and Bleached, same process, 44@ 
4.70c.; Unbleached, sulphite process, 4%c., 
and Bleached, same process, 4.90c.; Bleached 
Straw Pulp, 5c. 

WOOD PULP.—There is a fair business 
doing, and a good aggregate movement. 
Prices are unchanged, 
domestic pulp are: Poplar, 14%{@1%c., and 
Spruce, 2@2\c. delivered. For foreign pulp, 
ex-dock, figures are: 50 per cent. Wet, I5¢c.; 
Dry, $1.80c., and Brown Boiled, 13{c. There 
were 1,560 bales of Wood Pulp imported, 
this week, 60 bales being from Copenhagen 
and 1,500 bales from Hull. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK. 
—Business in the foreign rag and paper-stock 
market is now so light that importers and 
dealers have plenty of time in which to dis- 
cuss the one subject which at this time seems 
to be the only real, live question in the trade 
—that of disinfection. Much interest has 
been felt in the suit over the Japan rags, the 
outcome of which does not settle the question, 
and consequently is not overflowing with sat-

Meantime the rags are being disin- 
fected. The trade are somewhat at sea as to 
what todo, and are waiting impatiently for Dr.

So far as 
trade is concerned there is very little doing, 
and the mill-men and the stock-men stand in 
the same positions which they have so long 
occupied, the only difference being that the 
latter are now wondering what the manufac- 
turers are making paper of, so small is the 
amount of stock purchased.
